Pillsbury, equipment officer of the Boston 
navy yard, as judge advocate of the Schley 
court of inquiry. Commander Pillsbury 
was in command of the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius during the Spanish war, attached 
to Sampson's fleet. 

Secretary Long says, however, that the 
proceedings of the court will be open and 
that the widest latitude will be permitted 
in the matter of witnesses and that Rear 
Admiral Schley will be allowed to be rep- 
resented by counsel.
